Volunteers for Research 
Are Urgently Needed 



Immediate Response 
Desired from Students 
For War Experiments 

More men students are wanted for 
the War Research Department it 
was 'announced by Charles Harris, 
the'^representative^bf 'the-Pre>Med 
Society in the 'War Council. Earlier 
in the year forms appeared in the 
Dally requesting that all students 
willing to offer their services for 
volunteer war work and to give up 
a little of their spare time, sign and 
deposit them in the boxes placed 
around the campus. 

The response was a great deal 
more enthusiastic from the women 
students than 'from the men. And 
now the Department of Endocrin- 
ology has run short of men students 
for certain 'important experiments 
that they arc about to undertake, 
and have asked for more volun- 
teers. About one hundred men are 
needed, and any who arc willing to 
offer themselves may either sign a 
list at Bill Gentleman's office or 
phone Charlie Harris at FI 9605 on 
any week night after seven p.m. 

It was particularly stressed that 
volunteers would suffer no physical 
damage and would not be request 
ed to undergo any unpleasantness 
or discomfort. Although it was im 
possible to give out details of the 
experiments, it was madC' known 
that they were in connection with 
the physical health of the troops. 
The ansount of time which the 8tu< 
dents give is entirely up to them. 
This research is being carried on 
in affiliation with other organiza- 
tions throughout the Allied coun- 
tries, and various . branches of the 
Medical faculty arc In charge of 
the work at McGilL The national- 
ity of the volunteers does not mat' 
ter. It was noted. 

"The work is particularly prac 
tical for college students and its im' 
portanic cannot be overemphasiz- 
ed," it was explained.

At Tonight's Meeting 

The Sociological Soelety^ will- 
have sis its speaker tonight Mr. ■ 
David Solomon, a graduate of 

the University and research as- 
sistant in the Department of 
Sociology. "The Study of a 
Local Recreational Institution;"' 
centred specifically on the 
Montreal Y.M.H.A., wiU be- the" 
subject of Mr. Solomon's talk. . '

Divine Theory 
Is Discussed 

Anthropomorphic 
' Belief Irrational, 
Speaker Finds 



"Philosophy — or, to speak' more 
broadly— intellectual exercise— can 
not lead one to ultimate religious 
truths," stated Esmond Goldman, 
Fourth Year Honours student in 
Philosophy and Economics, before 
a meeting of the Philosophical So- 
ciety last night, "its funcUpn," he 
continued, "vis a vis religion and 
religious beliefs and conceptions is 
a critical one. It is the part of 
philosophy to' scrutinize that whicb 
is religious in human experlencé 
and to evaluate it, I cannot admit 
under the headhig 'philosophical' 
any certitude whatever that Is ar- 
rived at through non-rational 
roads." 

The problem which Goldman set 
out to determine was whether Phil- 
osophically warrant can be found 
for the belief in the anthropomor- 
phic God of all the higher religions. 
He added that "to some extent,, all 
human thinking and all human be- 
lief must be anthropomorphic. This 
is obviously a psychological neces 
sity, man being comprehensively so 
bound by his experimental limit!. 
But whether on a rational basis, be 
lief in the elaborately anthropomor 
phic Deity of the formal religious is 
tenable Is a real problem." 

The speaker conducted a survey 
of the religious systems of the great 
philosophers. In every case, wheth- 
er their 'system was ontologleal, 
cosmological. design (or teleologi 
cai), they were able to arrive at no 
more than a rational conception of 
the Deity, devoid of all human 
characteristics. "Anthropomorphism 
is psychological," he said; "man, un- 
able to know God through reason, 
that instrument which conducts him 
faithfully to ah "understanding of 
so much in the world of his expert 
ence, strives yet after a determinate 
divine object of. belief. PsychologI 
cally impelled, he projects himself, 
his characteristics grandly magni- 
fied, into a conception of a trans 
cendent personal .being. Thé ■ char 
acterlsUcs of this being, God, are 
analogous to human characteristics, 
only incalculably grander."

At the Political Economy Club 
meetjng tonight Ayilliam Hampyltch 
and- Mervyn Weiner," third year 
Commerce :studentt7;, will discuss 
the "Non-tatlri-Xmerican Influ 
ences in Latin-America." The meet- 
ing Is to be held in the Union Grill 
Room at eight p.m. tonlgjit. 

Hamoviteh will speak on the in- 
fluence of the United States on 
Latin-America, covering its effect 
from' the time of the Mpnroe Doc- 
trine, in the first part of the nine- 
teenth Century, until President 
Roosevelt's Good Neighbour Policy 
and the recent Rio de Janeiro Con- 
ference. 

Weiner, who has won the Anis 
debating "A" twice, and- who will 
debate in the coming triple-head- 
er against Varsity, is to enlarge 
upon the subject After talking on 
the economic and political influence 
of Germany, Italy, Spain and Great 
Britain on Latin-America, he will 
trace the rise of the' National So- 
cialist party in the Axis countries 
unUl World War 2. When he has 
discussed the Latin-American trade 
in these countries,,he Is to show the 
effect upon it of the war. The at- 
titude of the people of Latin- 
America toward Pan-Amerlcanism 
will also be dealt with. 

After the speakers, the meeting 
will be thrown open to discussion. 
During this, the -destiny of Latin- 
America and the question, of the 
future unity of the Western Hcmis 
phere will be debated upon. The 
speakers intend that their tailc will 
present a complete background to 
the Latin-American question.

Dr. Cullis is a graduate of Cam 
bridge University, London, and has 
received her degree of LLD. She 
has a distinguished record of ser 
vice to , her country in medicine, 
public welfare, and education. 

From 1020 to 1032, Dr. W. C. 
Cullis .was President of the Inter 
national Federation of University 
Women,, and is now Chairman of 
the Education Committee -oif the 
English' Speaking Union and a Di- 
rector !of. the Weekly Review "Time 
aiid.sTide.'/,^.!At present. Dr. Cullis 
.hài"8pe'nt much time travelling In 
Europe In America, and in the en- 
tire Empire as a rer^cscntativc of 
Great- Britain, and for her 'services 
she "Was made Conunander of the 
Rrltish Empire. In September ISHi, 
at the'spedal. request of Sir Ger- 
ald Campbell, Dr.' Cullis joined the 
British Information In America. 
However, previously, in 1940 and 
1M1,_ she had been invited by the 
Government to carry a message 
from <}reat Britain to the women 
ofthe'^ar East. She' visited,, the 
United States on her way- home to 
England and accepted a nimiber. of 
speaking engagements there. She 
has. also broadcast in the U.S.A 
from China, Malaya, the Dutch 
East Indies, Australia, New Zeal- 
and,-Canada, Great Britain,, and 
European countries.

She is acting 
as an ambassador of British women 
in order to speak on their behalf, 
and answer enquiries about their 
ioc.liti* cQuatiy, ia .vartim*.

The poll, which is not yet fully : 
completed. Is divided into five , 
categories— faculty, campus cxecu- :'v 
lives, freshmen, average students, ' 
and 'Varsity staff— and the answers 
to thé questionnaire indicate that '. 
all. of these caTcgoriVs' are In fairly 
complete agreement In their plac- 
ing of the various features. Accord- 
ing to the first four divisions, the 
column "Hither and Yon" rales 
highest, , followed by the Editorials 
and News Stories;„ while the 'Var- 
sity' staff piit the Editorials first.' ' 
the News stories second, and ' 
"Hither and 'Von" third. 

Altogether there were fifteen 
features voted on. Reviews and fea- 
ture columns occupy a solid block 
in the middle of the list of merit, 
while the various Sports features 
are conspicuously low on the list, 
the highest rating of any one of 
them being ninth.. 

As regards the question 'of the 
Varsity's general merit compared ' 
with that of previous years, 34.65% . 
of the voters considered it im- 
proved, 20.7 considered it deterlor-. . 
atL'd, and. a 44.65% majority thought 
it was unchanged. 

As- to the policy of the journal, 
77.5% vetoed a suggestion that'news 
space should be devoted to nation- ' 
al more than to University affairs.- ' 
A -majority of 22.1% believed that 
editorial subject matter should be 
more confined to matters of Uni- 
versity interest. . -

'The Manageria 
Revolution' 



. Elections' are upon us again. The first 
call has gone out for noniinntions to the 
various major caipiJUE, positions which are 
to be filled for tlie coming year. This time, 
what kind of elections are we going to 
have? 

We don't propose to pull any punches 

: in this editorial. Some things in this cam- 
. pus reck and wc Iiavc smcllcd them. 

Think back, tliosc 'of you who have 
been here over a period of years. How 
were elections conducted and won? Why 
was any particular candidate chosen? 

For the past ten years, with the excep- 
tion of the present year, the president of 
the Studentfi' Society lias been a member 
' of either one or the other of the two largest 
fraternities. This was accomplished be- 
cause these bodies I were exceedingly well 
organized and wero able to drum up large 
numbers of votes for their men when other 
groups on' the campus remained un- 
organized. ' 

Further, a survey of many of the major 
positions in different campus wide organi- 
zations, over a period of years, will disclose 
the traces of tills same group successfully 
steering their own brethern into power. 

' The case of the fraternity is'menrly an 
example. They should not be asked to 
bear the full brunt of this blast, for cer- 
tainly other' groups have likewise nt- 

, . tempted high-pressure methods, but witli- 
out the same success. 

We are not here seeking to criticize fra- 
ternities, for they play their: own tiseful 
part in campus life. Nor are we criticising 
the past presidents, for many of them 
filled the post in an excellent manner. 

But wc do damn the system and the 
light hearted acceptance of the system by 
which a man is elected to a position by a 
definite pressure group in a definitely high 
pressure manner. 

i5( •; If we have accepted this siluatioij in the 
past, it will surely be only through blind 
stupidity that we continue in the same 
manner. Making a farce of campus poli- 
tics means that here in the university, 
' Vhere the brains of our youth are gathered, 
we arc fostering an attitude of contempt 
for politics and government at large and 
creating a deep sense of distrust of all 

^V'i those in political power. The result has 
been that good men have, in later life, 
'.}■ shunned assuming public office and the 
parties have been filled with political cut- 
throats. This statement is ^ well 'evidenced 
democratic govemmente, the world 

i ■ oyer, not only before the war, but even at 

>|^^:-tho present time. 

',v*'i;' To continue to foster this attitude in 
> .'i college life is nothing less than short- 
sighted stupidity, for the welfare and 
future of this countr}' is directly concerned. 
Wo cannot use too harsh words on the 
smugly complacent sophisticates who revel 
in these practices. 

McGiU students can change this situa- 
tion, and remedy it perhaps for' good, by 
seeking out the beat fitted men and women 
for the ofHce's to be contested, and urging 
them to. become candidates.

(A Review In the MeMaater Silhouette.) 
What is happening in the world today? 
Most o( us see only gory turmoil, but James 
Bumham sees the lineaments ol a new world 
society which he describes in a book cntlUed 
"The Managerial Revolution" published this 
year in New York by John Day Co. Inc. 

Mr. Bumham presents a theory which he 
claims Is neither startllng nor a personal In- 
no\'ation, but deserving of formal presentation 
and public discussion. What kind of social 
organization will prevail during our lifetime? 
Neither capitalism nor socialism, but "mana- 
gerial society," declares this viTlter. Capitalist 
society has been dominant from the end of the 
Middle Ages until the first World War. lU sup- 
porters argue that It will continue indefinitely, 
on the assumptions that society has always been 
capitalist in structure and that capitalism is a 
"product ot human nature." Bumham not only 
regards these assumptions as false, but presents 
evidence for believing that capitalism "will dis- 
appear in a couple of decades at most." 

Nor is capitalism, to^be replaced by social- 
ism, if by the latter term we mean a classless, 
fully democratic,- international society. Social- 
ists also make two false assumptions — that 
socialism Is the sole alternative to capitalism 
and that the abolition of private property rights 
in the instruments of production guarantees a 
socialist society. Moreover, evidence is pre- 
sented to show that socialism is not the shape 
of things to come, even though, \'man)r people 
would like it to come, and regard socialism as 
the noblest and best form of society that could 
be sought as an ideal." 

Russia is not a socialist society, the inter- 
national socialist revoluUon has not occurred. 
The social position of the working class "has 
gravely deteriorated" since- the first World 
War. Socialist political parties have "disap 
peared from existence in nation after nation" 
in the last twenty years end "there is not the 
slightest real indication of the persistence of 
large organized underground movements." 
Marxist theory has been discredited:, "the 
Stalinist variant of -Leninism still retains con' 
siderable attracUvc power, but Stalinism is no 
longer genuinely socialist." 

What then will be the now form of society 
which will be neither socialist nor capitalist? 
Burnham calls it "managerial society," which 
is already securely based In all advanced na- 
tions as a consequence of the progress of the 
"managerial revolution." The "managerial 
revolution" is "a drive for social dominance, 
for power and privilege, for the postion of ml 
ing class, by the social group or class of the 
managers." Who are the managers? "We may 
often recognize them as production managers, 
operating executives, superintendents, admin 
istrativc engineers, supervisory technicians; or, 
in government as administrators, commission- 
ers, bureau heads, and so on." Now the posi- 
tion of the managers is not dependent upon the 
maintenance of capitalist property and eco- 
nomic relations. On the contrary, the advance 
of collectivism arising out of the defects ot 
capitalism Is a development which the man- 
agers have every reason to favor, for the econ- 
omy becomes completely controlled by them. 

The unmistakable advance ot state owner- 
ship and control ot economic activity is therC' 
fore, the basis ot the "managerial revolution.' 
This process is accomplished by a shift in the 
localization of sovereignty from parliament to 
the administrative agency, board or commis 
slon. As the fusion of politics and economics 
conUnues, the "managing" personnel In govern- 
ment and Industry coalesce to form the doml 
nant class in the new society. 

What will be the position of the masses in 
this managerial society? It is probable that 
they will be supplied' with a greater total out 
put ot material goods than under capitalism, 
and unemployment will not exist. But the 
managers will be in a position of domlnotion 
"of an extremity and absoluteness never before 
known." "Through the state, they will control 
the distribution of the products of producUon 
so -that they themselves receive the privileged 
share." . >. 

These then are the chief points In Mr. âurn- 
ham's argument The reader, however, will 
wish to examine the historical and economic 
analysis on which the author bases his case, be 
fore forming an opinion on its merits. This 
can only be secured by reading the book Itselt 
Mr. Bumham's "managerial revolution" looks 
very much like the rise ot totalitarian dictator 
ship. Indeed the author admits the Identity ot 
contemporary dictatorships with the early 
phase of development of managerial society, 
while holding that the dictatorship will be re 
laxed and modified as society adjusts lUell to 
the new sUuaUon. And .the democrat might add 
Uiat Anglo-Saxon political dexterity will never 
completely rdinqulsh democraUc control either 
during the course or at the consummation of 
this revolution. , 

Mr. Bumham's book should be read by all 
democrats, and deserves widespread discussion 
—Its clarity and provocativeness will ensure 
the latter.

MY FATHER 



When I am old, I'd like to be as 
Father was those years before he 
died. Shy and retiring by nature, a 
widower In his later years, he lived 
a quiet meditative life, kindly and 
generous, enjoying his books and 
his garden; a friendly man, an In- 
tellectual man, a man who might 
have been a great artist had hç not 
been turned aside from his ambi- 
tion. 

I can see him now as clearly as 
It he were in this very room. The 
library, where he sits before the 
fire, Is dark except for the shaded 
floor lamp beside his easy chair. 
The yellow light transforms his 
grey-white hair to silver, and 
throws Into shadow the blue good- 
humoured eyes, twinkling behind 
his glasses as he reads. One hand 
supports his book, while the long 
artistic fingers of the other toy 
with his! beard refleeUvely. He 
smiles. It' becomes a chuckle, and 
for a moment he lowers his book 
upon his' knees, his free hand 
reaching for the tumbler by his 
side. 

Father never smoked, but he did 
enjoy his whisky and his wines. A 
temperate man In all things, it was 
only at doflnltc times he indidged 
his liking for stimulants. An hour 
before lunch, and in the evening 
before going to bed, he took 
whisky; during meals he allowed 
himself one small glass ot port or 
claret. I never knewi^:.a man who 
made so much ot drinking whisky, 
who drank less, or enjoyed It more. 

In the cellarettc of the long oak 
sideboard, he kept his tumblers and 
decanters, all ot beauUful cut glass, 
In a ceremony that took five min' 
utes or so. he' would pour a little 
whisky into an apothecary's mess 
ure, hold it up and examine it in 
the light, add or subtract a UtUe, 
pour the exact quantity Into 
tumbler, go through the same meas- 
uring procedure with the soda 
water, dropjin^a^Iump ot sugar, 
crush It with a silver idunger, taste 
it and snUle In pleasurable anticipa- 
tion. 

He lived rather a lonely lite judg' 
^ by worldly standards, but an 
energetic one. Slight ot build, he 
was an active man with, all his 
faculties alert to the life about him 
even at the age of seventy. He was 
not one for Joining clubs and other 
organizations, preferring the com- 
pany ot a select few with similar 
tastes and interests in musie. good 
books and art. 

When Father was a boy, my 
grandfather, a successful doctor, 
denied Dad his youthful ambition to 
become a landscape painter and 
condemned him to spend years in a 
solicitor's office. Being an obedient 
son, Fàtheir. worked hard imdj even- 
tually became a partner in^e^tSnn. 
He prospcfred In spite of his dlsUkc 
for his profession; but always he 
looked forward to the time when 
he could retire. He did not marry 
unUl he was well past middle age 
and had left behind him the "atore 
salds," and the "party to the first 
part," the court room and his law 
books. Lite really began for htm 



after he had retired and was able 
to spend his lelsture hours pottering 
about his garden, or with his books, 
or takbig long walks into the 
country with his easel and his 
paint*4)0X. 

It was during one of these excur- 
sions Utat I saw, for the first time. 
Father really lose his temper. We 
were out walking one day, tramp- 
ing over the hills in North Wales, 
a form of exercise my father loved. 
It was pleasantly warm, the air 
fresh and keen. From time to^ time 
he would stop to point out to me 
some fitting subject tor a landscape 
painting, or to caress the shaggy 
neck of a mountain pony. 

We were approaching a small vil 
lagc, a little group ot white-wash 
ed cottages gathered in the valley, 
like so many old ladles drawn to 
gcthcr for a bit ot gossip. And, like 
all such villages in Wales, It had 
its Inn or "pub" where the local 
farmers gather when the sun goes 
down, and rough xMn . from the 
quarries come to wet their dusty 

throats. ^ 

The name ot this particular inn, 
I remember, was The Wheatiheaf 
and, as we passed the door on our 
way, a little girl, not more than 
eight years old. came out carrying 
a large mug ot beer. 

Father stopped and stared. I saw 
his hands clench, and his mild blue 
eyes behind the glasses become 
stem and angry. For a moment he 
hesitated, then he Jerked down the 
brim ot hlft wide, floppy hat and 
with deliberate, resolute steps 
strode after Uie little girl. I might 
not have been there tor all the 
notice he took of me. He followed 
to the door within which the girl 
had disappeared and, without 
knocking or even so much as "by 
your leave," marched into the homo 
after the child.. 

I stayed outside. Indeed, my 
father had slammed the door in my 
face. Almost at once I could hear 
great commotion Inside. My 
father's voice rose in denunciation 
replied to in the -loud,- rough Ian* 
^age of an uncouth lout^whom '■ 
am sure was In -the haliit offbeat 
ing his wife for amusement 

When Father came out of the cot 
tage, he was hallcss, white, and 
trembling. His glasses were brok 
en and there was a nasty cut under 
his left eye. His trousers, too, were 
dusty, with a rent at the knee, as it 
he had been thrown down. For the 
first time in my life I dared not 
speak to him. Without a word he 
marched oft down the road, his, 
head high, looking neither to the 
right or to the left. 

But his mood did not last. The 
brisk walking, and the sunlit fields, 
and the sweet air scented with 
mown hay, soon soothed his ruffled 
temper. In no time at all -he was 
his old kindly. Interesting self. He 
never did tell mc what happened In 
the cottage, and I never asked him 
It was one incident in his life I am 
sure he wished to forget. 

Today, I have not so much as a 
photograph ot my father; but I can 
never forget him. As a boy, I loved 
him; as a man, I sec In him myself 
as I would like to be when I, too, 
am old.*— Argosy Weekly.

Navy and Artillery 
Battle at Forum

The powerful Air Force team 
of the Intrn-niurnI Hockey 
League moved into undisputctl 
possession of second plncc in the 
standings yesterday ns it held 
the lenguc-lcading Marines to n 
3-nll tic in nn exciting game at 
the Forum.
